The City of Romulus received the final release of 
funds from the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development this week allowing the city to enter into 
j contracts for work to begin on the new senior citizens' 

! center. 

“We had been pre-approved for the project,” said 
Maria Lambert, Downtown Development Authority 
! director. “But now with this final release we actually able 
to begin hiring people to get the work started.” 

The project includes the construction of a 15,400- 
1 square-foot senior center, with administrative offices, a 
kitchen, library, family room, conference/club room, bil¬ 
liards/game room, multi-purpose rooms and a meeting 
room. The current senior center will be demolished after 


the new center is completed. The project will cost about 
$3.1 million, according to Tim Keyes, Romulus economic 
development director 

“The hinds for the senior center project are coming 
from two areas, which have both been approved by our 
city council,” he said. “The first being the Community 
Development Block Grant (CDBG) fund for $2.1 million 
and then $1 million is coming from the Downtown 
Development Authority (DDA). So, this project is proper¬ 
ly financed.” 

Lambert said that each year the bond payment will be 
$240,400, which will be paid from the CDBG fund. This 
will take care of about two-thirds of the cost The DDA 
will then make up the balance of the bond payments due, 
said Lambert 

“There is more than enough money in the DDA to 
cover this project” said Lambert 


The planning department has been working on the 
new senior center project for most of the year, said 
Lambert 

“The initial design has been completed and 99 percent 
of the architectural components are done,” said Lambert 
“We have just opened bids for the fust phase of the con¬ 
struction and if the weather cooperates hopefully we will 
have a foundation and blocks by the end of the year.” 

The senior center is not the only department that will 
find a new home in the center. 

The Romulus Recreation Department will move 
there, too. 

Currently, the recreation department is connected to 
the senior center. Both share a common room to host 
activities throughout the year, but with the construction

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Search for missing 
woman turns up no leads

Romulus police are no closer 
to finding out what happened to 
a woman who disappeared 28 
years ago after an extensive 
search of a garage where she 
was allegedly buried. 

According to Lt John Leacher 
of the Romulus Police 
Department, the search of a 
garage on Ecorse Road brought 
no new clues as to where 
Ophelia Penny may be. 

“We went in there and dug up 
parts of the cement in the garage 
and found only bottles and 
garbage,” he said. “We also went 
back out to the propeily the fol¬ 
lowing day, working on another 
tip we had received concerning 
another area on the property, 
and found only animal bones in 
the ground.” 

At this point Leacher said the 
police are again at a dead end. 

“We are pretty much out of 
leads,” said Leacher. "We are not 
going to close the case, but now 
we are waiting for new leads to 
try to determine where this 
women is, hoping that we will 
find her alive somewhere.” 


The 28-year old case resur¬ 
faced last week after a man 
came into the station two months 
ago asking to speak to a detec¬ 
tive about a crime he had knowl¬ 
edge of, but did not commit He 
told police he wanted to clear 
his conscience in the matter. 

The crime was the disappear¬ 
ance of Ophelia Penny, a woman 
who had been reported missing 
28 years ago by her now-ex-hus- 
band. Henry Penny. 

Police said that the two were 
in the middle of a bitter divorce 
when she disappeared and that 
Penny told police then that she 
had run off with a doctor, leaving 
him and their three children 
behind. 

However, according to the 
man who came forward. Penny, 
along with other members of the 
family, had something to do with 
the disappearance. He also told 
police that he knew her body 
was buried under the garage. 

Leacher said the department 
took their time doing to the 
research trying to find any trace 
of Penny from the date she dis¬ 
appeared, but after extensive

Goodfellows work to give every child a Christmas

Thanksgiving brings the start 
to the holiday season. 

People begin shopping for pre¬ 
sents, planning family events and 
decorating for the upcoming holi- 
: days. 

But for some less fortunate in 
Romulus, the holiday season can 
be filled with disappointment, 
according to Jill Martin, a mem¬ 
ber of the Romulus Goodfellows. 


“For some of the families in 
Romulus the holidays can be 
hard, because they don’t have a 
lot of money,” said Martin. ‘The 
goal of the Romulus Goodfellows 
is to make sure that there is no 
child without a Christmas.” 

The Romulus Goodfellows, 
formed more than 20 years ago, is 
an organization with the sole pur¬ 
pose of bringing Christmas to 
families who otherwise would not 
have one each year. 

Each year eligible Romulus 


residents are able to apply for 
assistance from the Goodfellows. 
Families who are accepted 
receive food, toys and necessities 
during the holiday season. 

The Goodfellows accept dona¬ 
tions and also fundraise through¬ 
out the year to help make sure 
that every needy family receives 
help. 

Martin, an employee at the 
Romulus Fire Department, was 
the coordinator of the annual giv¬ 
ing drive for 13 years up until last 


year 

“When the fire department 
took over the Goodfellows drive 
13 years ago, it was much differ¬ 
ent than it is today,” she said. 
“Back then people received 
boxes of food and some necessi¬ 
ties.” 

However, Martin said that all 
changed when the fire depart¬ 
ment became involved. 

“We really went through and 
looked at what we were giving 
these people,” said Martin. “We 


decided that we wanted to buy 
these families exactly what we 
would have for our own 
Christmas dinner.” 

And so the Romulus 
Goodfellows began to grow. 
Families began receiving vegeta¬ 
bles, juice, cake mix, stuffing and 
anything else that can be associ¬ 
ated with a holiday meal. 

“We wanted these families to 
be able to have a traditional din-

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Van Buren wins prestigious state fitness award

To be the only township to receive the level four 
award from the Governor’s Council on Physical Fitness, 
Health and Sports Promotion activity in the community 
is quite an honor 

This year, Van Buren Township received the singular 
distinction. 

Bruce Ross, director of recreation and facilities for 
Van Buren Township, accepted the award recently in 
Lansing at the designing healthy livable community con¬ 
ference. The await! recognizes communities in Michigan 
who have made a commitment to make their community 
a healthy place to live, he said. 

“This award has assisted the township by giving resi¬ 
dents more knowledge about being healthy,” said Ross. 
‘"Without the residents this award would not have been 
possible.” 

In the past 2 years, the township has received level 
three awards from the council. This year, Ross con¬ 
tributes the level four win to several programs the town¬ 
ship offered including the “Get Up and Get Active” pro¬ 


gram and the Walk Michigan program in collaboration 
with the Michigan Recreation and Parks Associatioa 

The “Get Up and Get Active” program stimulates chil¬ 
dren’s bodies and minds to the benefits of staying 
healthy. It took place last May for children ages 7-13 and 
had an overwhelming response for a new program, 
according to township officials. 

Ross said that so far, there has not been a level five 
award presented—and he wants Van Buren Township to 
be the first 

“We are constantly adding on to the programs and 
incorporating ones that are healthy in nature,” he said. 
“Last year, we built Quirk Park incorporating a walking 
path and a Vita course with exercise stations along the 
trail. We’ve really been working, and I truly believe the 
old saying, but with a twist—it takes a village to get a 
child active.” 

Supervisor Cindy King said that she is obviously excit¬ 
ed to be the only township in Michigan to receive the 
level four award. 

“The department worked hard to get the program 
where it is—always offering new programs to reach a 
variety of people in the community,” she said. “The gov¬ 


ernor’s council has a very lengthily process to be consid¬ 
ered for this award, so this really speaks to the quality of 
life in Van Buren.” 

The process to qualify for the award is done through a! 
point system. It takes about a month to get back the 
results, according to Ross. 

Now, Ross said, the goal is to incorporate a connect¬ 
ing greenway trail to the Metroparks and add more activ¬ 
ities to the recreation department He said they would 
also be working close with the schools for new ideas. 

“If you talk to Bruce and the people of his staff, he’ll 
tell you that the only limitations that they face is the 
facilities because of lack of space. Otherwise, they have a 
variety of ideas and plans for the department” said , i 
King. 

“We are constantly re-assessing on how we can make 
things better for our community,” said Ross. “I would; > 
have to thank the residents, the township board, and the 
staff, in that order. I give kudos to the residents foremost 
because without them, this award would have never 
been given to us.” 

“Hopefully we can get to level 5 in the next few years. 

I think we’re well on our way,” added King 


Habitat For Humanity buys land 


A vacant parcel of land on Dunning 
Street near John Daly Road will be home 
to four new homes built by Habitat for 
Humanity. 

After eight months of negotiating 
terms, the non-profit and the city came to 
an agreement to sell the property, said 
Alice Dent, the director of Habitat for 
Humanity of Western Wayne County. 

‘We think this would be a great area to 
place families,” she said. ‘We have three 
homes on Plum Street in Inkster, which 
adjacent to Dunning. Families have 
expressed to us that being close by cre¬ 
ates a better support system and commu¬ 
nity for them.” 

The 1,200 square-foot, single-family 
homes will be sold to families in need 
who have demonstrated a willingness to 
plan for homeownership, Dent said. 


Habitat for Humanity requires potential 
homeowners to attend classes on how to 
budget for expenses to ensure the resi¬ 
dents can meet the demands of a 20-year 
mortgage. New homeowners are also 
mentored as they navigate the responsi¬ 
bility of homeownership. So far, the 
group has constructed about 10 homes, 
she said. 

In western Wayne County, Habitat for 
Humanity has constructed 16 homes. 
Projects are currently under way in 
Canton Township, Redford, Lincoln Park 
and Van Buren Township. 

In Inkster, Dent said she hopes to start 
evaluating some homes for rehabilita- 
tioa 

Habitat for Humanity paid $1,600 per 
lot, or $9,600, for the land. The homes are 
expected to be complete in 2 years.

Smart boards give students new way to learn

Students at Cory Elementary 
School are learning things a lit¬ 
tle differently this year thanks to 
efforts of third grade teacher 
Molly McGlynn and Comprehen¬ 
sive School Reform Coordinator 
Joe Murphy 

McGlynn and Murphy have 
successfully authored a. grant to 
bring new ‘smart boards’ to stu¬ 
dents. 

“These smart boards are 
amazing,” said McGlynn. “They 
are so helpful in teaching stu¬ 
dents, because the boards allow 
them to sort things out simply by 
using their hand.” 

The smart board in a combi¬ 


nation of the old style projector 
that could print overlays onto a 
screen and a blackboard. The 
smart board allows McGlynn to 
-go up to the board and write in 
teaching or learning aids over or 
under an item that students may 
have difficulty understanding. 

“It is just like having a gigan¬ 
tic computer screen at their fin¬ 
gertips,” she said, “and the best 
part is that their hand is the 
mouse that moves things around 
the screen” 

Everything students see on 
the screen comes from a com¬ 
puter McGlynn said she is able 
to create different lessons on the 
computer and they then transfer 
to the large screen. She is also 
able to use different websites on 


the Internet for teaching purpos- 
es. 

“It is terrific, because stu¬ 
dents can go up to the screen 
and write something on it using 
a special marker and what they 
wrote shows up on the screen,” 
she said. “The students love 
using it and it gives them a 
chance to become involved in 
the lesson.” 

McGlynn said the smart 
boards have become an integral 
part of her teaching style as she 
uses it often throughout a typical 
day in her classroom. 

“We are hopeful that eventu¬ 
ally we will be able to have the 
smart boards in all of our class¬ 
rooms,” she said. “They are just 
so helpful, they amaze me.”

“Now, we are just waiting for 
someone else to come into the 
station looking to clear their con¬ 
science,” said Leacher. “Until 
that time we are not able to 
move forward in the case.”

The road to success 

There’s a certain bit of good old American ingenuity hidden in 
some seemingly routine actions taken recently by the Canton 
Township Board of Trustees. 

The problem they set out to solve - providing intersection improve¬ 
ments - is one that has long vexed officials, motorists and pedestrians 
alike. They way they chose to attack it - by altering millage rates to 
funnel money from some departments to others, while keeping the 
overall rate the same - was the clearly the best solution possible. 

Think about it Townships are in an unusual, often lamentable 
position when it comes to their roadways. Their millage rates are gen¬ 
erally lower than cities because they don’t have the same responsibili¬ 
ties for the community roads. They don’t maintain or plow them - the 
county does that - which means they don’t have to buy all the equip¬ 
ment necessary. It also means that they are, for the most part, depen¬ 
dent on county funds to fix the major roads within their borders. And 
as anyone who has driven around Wayne County can attest, there is a 
long line of needed improvements, everywhere. 

The complaints don’t flow to Wayne County, of course, they hit to 
the locals first 

Now, Canton has attempted to fix its own roads before. Officials 
developed a comprehensive road improvement plan several years 
ago, when they pushed for a separate road improvement millage, but 
it was defeated by voters. Since then, they’ve taken several positive 
steps to improve relations with Wayne County and seen some of the 
improvements completed, anyway. 

That’s why the current plan is such a good one. It allows for 
increased cooperation between the township and the county, but also 
recognizes that, if these busy intersections are to receive any help on 
a timetable that will satisfy both residents and officials, the township 
has to step forward and do the work. 

If there will be a difficulty, it will be in prioritizing the intersections 
that need improvement and developing the best plan for them. Safety 
should obviously come first, particularly because the plan involves for 
a decrease in the dedicated police and fire millages. Already several 
intersections along Cherry Hill have been discussed, at Haggerty 
Road and at Canton Center Road, as well as at Warren Road and 
Canton Center. We’d like to toss in the Sheldon-Cherry Hill intersec¬ 
tion, too. If there are fewer accidents there than at other busy inter¬ 
sections, it can only because the drivers are luckier. The narrow road 
and the grade change there can make for a harrowing turning experi¬ 
ence. 

But that is a debate for another day. Fbr now, though, the folks at 
the township that developed the plan deserve a pat on the back. It’ll 
go a long way to providing the relief that residents need.

His voice choked with emotion, Wayne Police Chief Mike 
Sumeracki talked about the pride he felt in his department and his 
community Saturday afternoon. 

He addressed a packed briefing room at the new police headquar¬ 
ters building on Michigan Avenue, but the people that crammed them¬ 
selves into the room and spilled out into the hallway were not all in 
uniform; they had not all been members of the force at one time or 
another. 

There was a strong police presence, of course, but there were also 
plenty of city officials, architects and police boosters: residents and 
business owners who wanted to bear witness to the historic dedication 
of the new facility. 

The occasion was a perfect one to display such pride, too, because

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Bid process is a slippery slope 


It didn’t take too long for the 
excitement to fade from the 
Attwood Park project here in 
Wayne - at least for me. 

It wasn’t too long ago that the 
project seemed to be gaining 
momentum, despite the loss of a 
grant that would have helped pay 
for it Then the county stepped 
in, thanks in part to the efforts of 
County Commissioner John 
Sullivaa The $500,000 grant from 
the county would pay for the 
whole project and leave about 
$100,000 for other improvements. 

Cool, I thought Good job. City 
officials were also pleased - they 
had long wanted to tear down the 
hill, but the price tag was prohib¬ 
itive for a community that has to 
constantly keep an eye on its 
budget 

Then the bids came in and the 
news was even better - a firm 
was willing to do the work for 
only $271,200, which meant the 
hill would be torn down and 
replaced with soccer fields and 
there would be even more money 
left over for other improvements. 

I should have known it was too 
good to be true. 

The first change order came 
in last week, increasing the cost 
of the project from $271,200 to 
$365,425. The reason? 
Contractors found more concrete 


than they expected, some old 
tires and other municipal waste 
that would be more expensive to 
handle. 

My initial response was: So 
how was that our fault? Why do 
we have to foot the bill? And, how 
could they not know? 
City officials were actually suspi¬ 
cious of the bids when they came 
in, because the one set by 
Northline Excavating, was so 
much lower than all the others. 
They said they were going to 
communicate with the company, 
make them sure they knew what 
they were getting into and they 
could pull off the job. They knew 
it would be a complicated thing; 
knew that beneath the inauspi¬ 
cious grassy slope lay a good por¬ 
tion of an old broken up road and 
God knew what else. 

Apparently, they either didn't 
communicate that message effec¬ 
tively enough, or the company for 
some reason didn’t get it 

I don’t know who should get 
the wrist slap for that; I only 
know that I saw the costs going 
up and all the extra improve¬ 
ments for our parks system were 
just going to evaporate, put into 
the hands and wallets of contrac¬ 
tors who most likely wouldn’t 
even visit the place after they are 
done 


You could 
make the 
argu ment 
that it’s not a big deal. It’s still 
cheaper than the initial $400,000 
estimate, and everyone knows 
estimates are just that - it’s 
impossible to tell what a project 
like this will cost until the shovel 
hits the dirt And it’s not like it’s 
the city’s money anyway, right? It 
came from Wayne County, 
although technically, it came 
from our wallets, paid for 
through a county-wide park mill- 
age approved by us voters. 

Still, it irks me, because the 
more money spent here will 
mean fewer improvements else¬ 
where. It’s a domino effect More 
things either get crossed off the 
wish list or added to the city side 
of the equation. 

And I bet we haven’t seen the 
final price tag, either. After all, 
there is still at least $35,000 
before the project hits the initial 
estimated budget and by now the 
contractor probably knows 
there’s $500,000 available, all 
together I wouldn’t be surprised 
to see some more change orders 
come in until the project tops the 
first mark and heads for the sec¬ 
ond.

Former area resident elected vice-mayor of Sunnyvale

A former Wayne resident said 
he’s looking forward to leaving 
his mark on Sunnyvale, CA - 
which has been described as the 
most admired city in the United 
States, 

And Ron Swegles will get his 
chance, too. The 1962 graduate 
of Wayne Memorial High School 
was selected vice-mayor of the 
city by his colleagues on the 
seven-member city council. 

“I’m honored for this oppor¬ 
tunity to continue to serve the 
Sunnyvale community,” he said 
“This promises to be an exciting 
year for our city.” 

Swegles was elected to the 
city council in 2003. The council 
is elected at large from the city 
of about 132,000 and then the 
seven members appoint a mayor 
and a vice-mayor from their 
ranks. The city council is a part- 
time board and the city is run by 
a full-time city manager 

Swegles moved out to 
California about 20 years ago, he 
said. He now works at 
Brandenburg, Staedler and 


Moore, a property management 
flim 

He said he has long been 
active in the community, too. He 
served on the Sunnyvale 
Planning Commission, the 
Sunnyvale Parks and 
Recreation Commission, the 
Sunnyvale Senior Advisory 
Committee and the Sunnyvale 
Chamber of Commerce Board of 
Directors. Like in many other 
communities, he said, activists 
typically get involved in volun¬ 
teer areas before they consider 
a run for city council. 

“I guess you have to be here 
for 30 years before you’re not 
considered an outsider,” he 
joked. 

Sunnyvale is located in 
Silicon Valley and is the second 
largest city in Santa Clara 
County The latest is San Jose. 
Sunnyvale is known for its high- 
tech business community - 
Yahoo is headquartered there. 

It also reached national fame 
several years ago when then- 
President Bill Clinton visited to 
find out how the city administra¬ 
tion worked its budget. They 
forecast out for 20 years and

they work from a 20-year budget 
plan. 

“Even with all the reductions 
everyone has been dealing with, 
we haven’t been hit all that hard 
because of our planning,” he 
said. 

The city is also unique in that 
its police officers and firefight¬ 
ers are cross-trained; police offi¬ 
cers have firefighting gear in 
their trunks and if any member 
of one department gets burned 


out or bored with their job they 
can transfer to the other. 

“It’s a pretty unique city,” 
Swegles said. 

He said he’s long been inter¬ 
ested in community service but 
hadn’t had a chance to get into 
too much until he moved to 
California. He was involved in 
several clubs in high school, 
including the student council, 
but went into the service after 
he graduated. From there he 
worked for a commercial air¬ 
line, which didn’t leave much 
time for anything else but family. 

Although Sunnyvale is drasti¬ 
cally different than his home¬ 
town, the two cities share some 
issues. One of the things he’ll 
work on as vice-mayor - and 
later, he hopes, as mayor - is a 
downtown revitalization project 
Officials in Sunnyvale faced a 
choice that officials in Wayne 
faced, long ago: whether to bring 
in a regional shopping mall to 
the downtown area. While 
Wayne officials rejected the pro¬ 
posal, and the mall eventually 
went to their northern neigh¬ 
bors in Westland, officials in 
Sunnyvale embraced the con¬ 


cept 

‘The problem is they built it 
improperly, and now we’re try¬ 
ing to revitalize it” he said. 

He also plans to work on 
bringing in affordable housing 
to the upscale community. 

Swegles will have a chance to 
be an international ambassador 
soon, too. He’ll be a representa¬ 
tive at the Baltic Trade and 
Investment Mission which will 
take place in London, England. 
Ambassadors from three other 
countries will meet there to 
brainstorm ideas about expand¬ 
ing the business community into 
Silicon Valley. 

His family lived in Wayne all 
of his life. His father, James, still 
lives in the same house he 
moved into in 1958. He lived in 
another home in the city for 10 
years before that James, who 
calls out bingo at the Wayne 
Senior Activity Center, said he is 
not all that surprised that his 
son got into politics, either, cit¬ 
ing his activities in high school. 
In fact, he wished him luck 

“I think he’s getting in over 
his head,” said James with a 
chuckle. “I know politicians.”

the headquarters represents everything 
good about the residents of Wayne and the 
many municipal employees that serve 
them.

Much of the credit for the successful 
millage campaign should go to the mem¬ 
bers of the police department themselves.

How Many MUTUAL 
FUNDS is too many? 

You've probably heard for years 
that diversification is one of the 
keys to successful money 
management.

Tis the season to be cautious. 

“There’s always a huge 
increase in fraud around the hol¬ 
idays,” said Erin Diamond, an 
inspector with the Wayne County 
Sheriff’s Department Internet 
Crimes Unit He added that his 
department routinely experi¬ 
ences a sharp spike in reports of 
problems around February, 
when shoppers start to receive 
the bills for their Christmas pur¬ 
chases. 

Whether they shop in tradi¬ 
tional brick and mortar stores or 
prefer to use the Internet to 
make their purchases, Diamond 
said that there are several simple 
steps people can take to help pre¬ 
vent themselves from becoming 
one of the hundreds of victims of 
identity theft and credit card 
fraud who contact his office after 
the holidays. 

Regardless of how a transac¬ 
tion is made, Diamond said that 
is very important to be organized. 

“Set aside, in one place, all of 
your shopping receipts,” he said. 
For instance, he recommends 
using a receipt spike or small box 
to keep all of your documenta¬ 
tions—including credit and debit 
card receipts—together until the 
bills arrive. 

When the bills start to arrive, 


Diamond said that people should 
check those receipts against the 
bills because fraudulent charges 
won’t necessarily be obvious. In 
fact, he said that while people 
often envision false charges as 
huge transactions that they 
would notice easily, this miscon¬ 
ception could put them at risk of 
paying for items they didn’t pur¬ 
chase. 

“The criminals know that if 
they put such a small amount on 
the card—$12, $15, $20—it’s hard¬ 
er to catch,” said Diamond. 
“Criminals know there is a 
threshold for prosecution” 

Oftentimes when the amount 
of the disputed transaction is 
very low and the cost of an inves¬ 
tigation is high, Diamond said 
that a credit card company might 
opt to simply reverse the charges 
without a major investigation 
into how those charges were 
made in the first place. 

Help can be found through the 
credit card companies, as well. 
Diamond recommended that 
shoppers take advantage of fraud 
protection services if their credit 
card company offers them. In 
addition, he said that users might 
want to consider checking with 
the company to find out if they 
can access real-time transaction 
data, instead of being forced to 
wait for their monthly statement 
to arrive to check the payments 


posted to their account 

“If someone has stolen your 
identity, they have 30 days with 
your credit card,” said Diamond. 
If the updated data is routinely 
monitored, however, he said that 
a criminal could have access to 
the working card for only a mat¬ 
ter of hours. 

Debit card transactions 
should also be monitored care¬ 
fully, he said, since they too can 
be used to make fraudulent 
transactions. He noted that as 
problems with debit cards are 
reported with increasing fre¬ 
quency, one of the most common 
places for problems is automated 
gas pump purchases, since some 
pumps do not ask the user to 
enter a personal identification 
number 

While Diamond said that he 
highly recommends writing ‘See 
LD.’ in bright ink—such as a red 
Sharpie marker—on the back of 
credit or debit cards rather than 
signing them, shoppers shouldn’t 
rely on merchants to abide by 


their request He noted that some 
retailers even discourage their 
employees from asking for the 
requested identification out of 
fear of offending their patron 

It is a problem Diamond has 
seen firsthand. Despite writing 
‘See LD.’ on his credit cards, he 
said that about half of merchants 
still do not ask him for identifica¬ 
tion. He said that anyone who 
owns a store would do their cus¬ 
tomers a favor if they would just 
remind their employees to check 
identificatioa 

Shoppers should also take 
time to destroy, rather than sim¬ 
ply throw out, the carbons from 
retailers who still use carbon 
paper receipts. While these types 
of receipts aren’t very common. 
Diamond said that they are still 
in use and that by simply tossing 
the carbon in the trash, people 
increase the risk of someone 
hijacking their informatioa 

Diamond said that the best 
defense shoppers against inter¬ 
net comes from four steps. First, 


he said that the buyer should 
make sure that all of their 
Windows updates are done. He 
said that while Microsoft does a 
good job with their security, it 
doesn’t help a user if their pro¬ 
tection is outdated. He also 
strongly encouraged shoppers to 
run a spyware detector program 
and an up-to-date antivirus pro¬ 
gram before entering any person¬ 
al information to help prevent 
that information from being 
relayed somewhere it wasn’t 
intended to go. And finally, he 
said that people should try to buy 
from the online version of stores 
they know to help keep the 
chances of fraud to a minimum. 

When a shopper needs to buy 
something from an unknown 
online retailer, Diamond said 
that shopper should see if there 
is a contact phone number listed 
on the site. Legitimate mer¬ 
chants, he said, are usually will¬ 
ing to speak with their customers, 
so if a phone number is not readi¬ 
ly available or doesn’t work, it 
may be a sign the buyer should 
reconsider his or her purchase. 

“If it sounds too good to be 
true, it probably is,” he said. 

If a shopper finds fraudulent 
charges on their credit card, 
Diamond said that the first thing 
they should do is to alert their 
credit card company, and 
through them the credit bureaus.

Local ‘Santa’ assumes 


role played by grandfather uncle

Jim FVobe is not the real Santa 
Claus, of course 

But the Westland resident, at 
6-feet-tall and about 300 pounds, 
bears a striking resemblance to 
the traditional Christmas icon 
and he said he likes to help SL 
Nick out during the holiday sea- 
soa 

There are always plenty of 
parades and Christmas events to 
attend, and the real Santa can’t 
make all of them, naturally, so he 
relies on legions of men like 
Robe to carry out a portion of his 
seasonal duties 

"It's fun." he said. “I have a 
good time with it” 

Portraying Santa Claus is actu¬ 
ally a family tradition, he said. It 
started with his grandfather, who 
emigrated to the United States 
from Austria during 1945. He 
moved to Pittsburgh, where he 
worked for the Pittsburgh Streets 
and Railways company, driving 
streetcars at a time when they 
were pulled by horses. When he 
retired, years later, the electronic 
age had already taken over. 

Then his uncle, Ralph took 
over and used the traditional 
Santa suit for another 8-10 years 
before offering it to Jim, who was 
at the time young and skinny - 
with dark hair 


Back then he used padding 
and a fake beard. 

“I just did it occasionally,” he 
said. “When people called, I’d go 
out” 

That changed in 1990, when 
he was at the Westland Mall, 
when he heard a deep voice call 
out to him: “We’ve got to talk” 

It was the mall manager at the 
time. He told Rx»be that he was 
in dire need of a mall Santa, and 
was running out of options. 

Frobe agreed. He’s since 
played the role of Santa Claus 
there, at the Livonia Park Place 
mall and at the Livonia Mall. He 
retired from that about 2 years 
ago and has been a freelance 
Santa ever since. 

The question he gets asked 
most frequently? Are you the real 
Santa? 

With natural white, shaggy 
hair and a natural beard, he may 
look it, but FVobe said there are 
plenty of ways to answer that 
question. Many, of course, involve 
not giving the child a direct 
answer, using such phrases as: 
well, what do you think? 

If pressed, there is an official 
response. 

“The officials answer is ‘I rep¬ 
resent the spirit of Christmas: 
love and giving,” Frobe said. He 
learned that at the official school 
for Santas in Midland, MI. He 
regularly attends the school for 


refresher courses. 

The beard, which usually 
grows into its fuzzy fullness in 
late November or December, has 
a bit of a history on its own. It 
started out as a handlebar mus¬ 
tache that Fhobe grew while he 
was in the service. He was a 
musician in the Navy, where he 
said his job was to stay out of the 
way of people who had some¬ 
thing to do. 

“It started out as an act of defi¬ 
ance,” he said of his facial hair. 
“My father detested facial hair. 
We tussled over sideburns.” 

He keeps the beard year- 


round, but trims it for the first 
few months of the year. Since it 
grows at about half an inch a 
month, he said he normally stops 
trimming it down in May. 

That means he spends a large 
portion of the year looking a lot 
like Santa Claus, even in his 
civvies. Frobe said he takes that 
very seriously, too, even when 
vacationing down in Florida, get¬ 
ting tan on the beach he falls into 
character when approached by 
children. 

“If you don’t, you’re send a 
really horrible message to the 
children,” he said. 


Playing Santa isn’t as easy as it 
used to be, either. There are pri¬ 
vacy allows to respect, back¬ 
ground checks to go through as 
well. It’s not as spontaneous as it 
used to be, but Frobe said it’s all 
well worth it 

“For six weeks out of the year, 
kids can join Santa is sweeping 
aside some of the harsher 
aspects of life - some of the fear, 
some of the worry - and just be a 
kid,” FYobe said. “You play into 
that You do the best you can give 
the kids - for the time they’re 
with you, at least - a bit of a 
break”

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CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN 
REGULAR BOARD MEETING MINUTES 
NOVEMBER 16, 2004 

Supervisor King called the meeting to order at 7:30 p.m. in the Board Room. Present: 
Supervisor King, Clerk Payne, Treasurer Budd, Trustee Herman and Trustee Jahr. 
Absent and excused: Trustee Hart and Trustee Rochowiak. Others in attendance: 
Planning and Economic Development Director Kelley, Recreation and Facilities 
Director Ross, Deputy Public Safety Director Smolen, Lieutenant Brooks, Planning 
and Zoning Administrator Pugsley, Executive Assistant Ireland, Secretary Cline and 
an audience of fifteen (15). 

APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Jahr moved, Herman seconded to approve the agenda 
with the following amendment: remove New Business Item #2 “Consider the first 
reading of Ordinance 11-16-04, to amend the Township Zoning Ordinance 06-02-92. 
as amended, to revise regulations pertaining to Woodland and Tree Preservation in 
Article IV-General Provisions, Section 4.45.E.-Woodland and Tree Preservation.”. 
Carried. 

PUBLIC HEARING: Herman moved, Jahr seconded to open the public hearing to 
receive public comment on a special use approval request from Corby Energy 
Sendees, Inc. for outdoor storage of material and equipment on a parcel of land 
known as VI25-83-017-99-0014-701, zoned M-2 (General Industrial) located on the 
east side of Schooner Drive between Beck and Denton Roads. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Administrator Pugsley for an 
explanation. Administrator Pugsley stated the applicant, Corby Energy Services, Inc., 
is requesting a special use approval to operate an underground utility construction 
business with outdoor storage of material and equipment on property formerly occu¬ 
pied by Howard Industries who operated a trucking terminal. This 22-acre parcel of 
land is located south of Michigan Avenue, between Denton and Beck Roads and on 
the east side of Schooner Drive. Corby Energy Sendees, Inc. will be consolidating 
several operations into a headquarters at the Van Buren Township facility with 
approximately 125 employees. Further, they are the industry leader in trench-less 
technologies in Southeastern Michigan some of their clients include DTE, SBC, 
Comcast and Consumers Energy. The Planning Commission held a public hearing on 
October 13, 2004, and no public comments were received from residents; however, a 
favorable recommendation of this use w as offered by DeMattia the developers of this 
Industrial Park. All of the requirements of the Zoning ordinance have been met with 
the following exceptions: 1) Storage bins and asphalt paving in the storage yard to be 
noted on the site plan. 2) Provision of an open emergency access aisle to the east side 
of the storage yard in the access easement to be noted on the site plan. 3) 
Clarification by the applicant of the methods to remove mud and similar debris from 
equipment. Also, subject to final site plan approval by the Planning Commission con¬ 
ditional on the Boards approval of this special use. Supervisor King stated the 
Planning Commission recommends this special use approval. Trustee Herman stated 
the Planning Commission reviewed this site plan and agreed this is a good new use 
for the former truck terminal. Trustee Jahr inquired about the clarification of the mud 
removal. Administrator Pugsley stated the removal method would be noted on the 
site plan with final approval from the Planning Commission. Scott Wilfong, the 
applicant’s representative stated the three items mentioned have been added on the 
new site plans to be reviewed by the Planning Commission.

That’s the first thing senior 
point guard Paris Hawkins said 
when she ran off the court after 
she and the rest of the Romulus 
Lady Eagles defeated the Wayne 
Memorial Zebras. 52-35, Friday 
night 

She then joined the rest of her 
teammates as they piled up at 
center court in the Garden City 
High School gymnasium in cele¬ 
bration of their Class A district 
championship victory— 

Romulus’ first in 20 years. 

“It's a really good feeling to 
accomplish 
your goal; a 
goal that was 
set from the 
very begin¬ 
ning." said 
Romulus Coach 
Rhonda Henry: 

“I'm really 
proud of the 
accomplish- 
ment We came 
a long way in a

Since day one of this season, a 
district championship was the 
top priority for Romulus and 
now the pressure is off. It sure 
wasn’t pretty, though. 

Both teams had a difficult 
time finding the net in the first 
half. 

Senior forward Candace 
Lawrence got the ball rolling for 
Romulus with the first basket of 
the game. Senior forward Ashley 
Sibby drove to net and made a 
beautiful pass to Lawrence, who 


laid it up for two. But Wayne’s 
junior Carrie Laubernds coun¬ 
tered with her basket to even 
things ouL That was the story of 
the first half—back-and-forth. 

Senior guard Janiece 
Armstrong finished the first 
quarter off with an easy shot, 
which put the Eagles up, 13-7, at 
the end of one. 

It looked like Romulus was 
going to pull ahead until the 
Zebras opened up the second 
quarter with seven unanswered 
points to take the lead. 

Wayne's senior Nicole Little 
made it a one-point game. 13-12, 
with Romulus unable to convert 
at the other end. Laubernds 
attacked the net and found it, 
which gave 
Wayne their 
first lead at 
about 5:22 into 
the period. 

Romulus 
regained con¬ 
trol when fresh¬ 
man forward 
Jasmine Brown 
tacked on two 
points for a 15- 
14 lead. 

Laubernds 
sank two for Wayne and was 
fouled with 45 seconds left in the 
first half. She missed the free- 
tlirow but the game was knotted 
at 17. In the final seconds, sopho¬ 
more guard Erika Wasson hit to 
put the Eagles back on top. 
Romulus entered half time with 
a two-point lead, 19-17. 

After the break. Romulus 
started to relax and control the 
momentum of the game. 
Lawrence made a steal and 
drove the distance for two and 
was fouled on the basket She 
made her free-throw, which put 
Romulus up 23-20. Then 


Hawkins and junior forward 
Landria Buckley had a two-on- 
two breakaway. Paris made a 
spectacular pass behind her 
back to Buckley, who laid it up 
for two. The play extended their 
lead to 25-20. 

That was the basket that 
turned the tide to their favor. 
From that point on, Armstrong, 
Sibby and Hawkins combined for 
11 points, which included a huge 
three-pointer from Hawkins that 
made it 30-20. In the 11-point run 
Wayne only managed one field 
goal from Little. At the end of the 
third Romulus had a command¬ 
ing 36-24 lead. 

The momentum carried over 
in to the final period of play. 
Romulus sealed the victory 
when junior guard Kate Appel 
came off the bench and scored 
the final basket of the game, 
which made it 52-35. 

“It wasn’t the prettiest perfor¬ 
mance,” Henry said, “but we got 
the job done.

Romulus 53, Garden City 48 

The road to the championship 
wasn’t easy. The Lady Eagles 
faced two tough adversaries 
before they made it to the cham¬ 
pionship game. 

First, they confronted rivals 
Garden City in the opening 
round of the tournament in 
Garden City. Just like the first 
two times the teams met in the 
regular season it was tight the 


entire way. And, just like the first 
two times, Romulus pulled it ouL 

It was a bit of a sweet redemp¬ 
tion because Garden City had 
knocked Romulus out of the dis¬ 
trict tournament in each of the 
previous three years. 

“It’s a relief to finally beat 
them,” said Sibby, who scored 
four points with 10 rebounds in 
the victory. “We redeemed our¬ 
selves from the last three years. 
It feels good." 

The Lady Eagles started out 
strong and took a 12-7 lead after 
one quarter of play. Armstrong 
and Hawkins combined for eight 
straight points to get them the 
lead.
